Tom Jones and was fatally in- 
jured, dying later at Memorial 
hospital. 

(Chie? of Police Goodlett and 
Constable Ray Whitlock made 
investigation of the accident and 
declared it to have been an un- 
@yoidable one, and cleared} 
Jones of any responsibility of 
same. The Berry funeral home 
Was given charge of the body 
by Peace Justice George Wil- 
liams. 

For 30 or more years, Judge 
Hubbell, has been a part and 
parcel of Belle Glade, and was 
‘a familiar figure on its streets. 
At one time he was the "law" 
in this district, presiding as Jus- 
tice of the Peace for several 
terms, and was succeeded in 
that office by Judge George 
Tedder. His court was the minor 
court of the region, and many 
important cases were heard by 
him.

A consignment of 
Black Valentines brought $2.40 
the hamper, but the prevailing 
price for other grades run from 
$1.50 the hamper. There will 
be plenty of bean picking the 
coming week, of good quality. 
Connecticut and Canada still 
have a good supply of native 
beans in the market; and -until 
present northern markets are 
cut off by cold weather, Flori- 
da beans will not be leading 
the demand for green goods.

Farmers Agree To 
Support New Labor 
Loading Center Plan 


At a meeting called by Mayor 
Harold Rabin and Commissioner 
Frank Dooley, at the city hall, 
Wednesday night, more than 
100 men attended. It was called 
to work out details for-the pro- 
posed new loading center over 
on Fifth street, at the old school 
property, which the city has 
purchased. 

The Commisstoners gave a 
short resume of the manner in 
which the “square” had been 
obtained from the County 
School Board, and some of the 
details as to improvement for 
a loading spot, and requested a 
round table discussion from 
those who would use it. 

There were many viewpoints 
and suggestions presented, and 


‘| when all were ironed out, the 
[results were about as follows: 


That the center would be allo- 
cated for the loading of “bean” 
pickers, exclusively, as there 
were few Yield workers picked 
up in the quarters. That the 
fee fixed, by the operators, 
would be $250.00 a season, from 
Oct., 1 to June, and 30 agreed 


to take stalls at that price. A 
group of spaces will be reserved 
for the smaller farmers to be 
used in combination. The plans 
call for 100 reserved stalls. The 
territory farmers to be served 
will be from the north curve 
at the prisén farm to Lake Har- 
bor. 

A committee of three farmers 
representing Belle Glade, South 
Bay and Lake Harbor, with one 
contractor as an advisory mem- 
ber, is to be presented by the 
operators to the City Commis- 
sioner for approval, at the next 
session of the Commission. 

Peaslee Streets, supervisor of 
District 5, of the Motor Vehicle 
Department, was present and 
spoke briefly, stating that he 
was out here to help the farmers 
in their problems. He stated 
that his inspector force would 
soon be in the Glades area, 
checking cars and trucks, which 
were subject to bearing Flori- 
da licenses, which he deemed 
would be a help to home operat- 
ors.

Two young men, without em- 
ployment or funds, who staged 
a breaking and entry job at 
Lutz's Rambler food stand on| 
Saturday night, for some time 
to come are likely to be getting 
board from the State of Florida 
in a prison or on some road 
gang. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lutz had closed

Green stated that he stood 
outside watch while Mathews 
did the other end of the job, and 
that he had been given $15 of 
the loot.

In recent years the consumer 
program has found fine coopera- 
tion from women, especially in 
moderate and professional cir- 


cles. It is alarming to note that 
in spite of the`low cost of the 
services offered by Consumers’ 
Union, the low income group 
which needs the services most 
have not accepted it. The Con- 
sumer Movement has see much 
growth between 1938 and 1948, 

In 1939, there were twenty- 
eight <onswmer organizations 
apart, trem. @ther groups fi- 
nanced bY Gutel4e groups. There 
were tèn clnsumer periodicals 
and many books dealing with 
consumer problems, Among 
them were “Consumer Move- 
ment and Business” by L. Bader 
and DvP. Werenette; “The Great 
Consumer .Movement, Watch 
It!” by National Retail Dry 
Goods Association, 1938; “La- 
beling the Consumer Move- 
ment” by W. K. Gabler; “The 
Consumer Movement” by: K. 
Dameron; and many others. 

Considering attitudes, mo- 
tives ‘and the general outlook, 
the status of the movement can 
be thought of in terms of the 
number of participants and 
types of organizations contri- 
buting. 

In spite of the fine work donë 
by the foregoing groups, writ- 
ers, and organizations, there has 
comé on the scene a group of 
self-styled organizations that 
are “wolves in lambs clothing.” 
They prepare material for study 
groups to be used in general 
meetings and-club groups, It 
seems to sound a note in behalf 
of the producer instead of the 
consumer. This problem of the 
consumer can be met by invest- 
igating the organizations cir- 
culating such material, This can 
best be done through an organ- 
ized group of consumers or oth- 
er professional groups.

Many of the consumers’ pro- 
blems are being solved by such 
agencies as the Better Business 
Retailer Council, Business-Con- 
sumer Conference on Advertis- 
ing and Selling Practices, and a 
few others. They suggest as a 
solution to Consumer problems 
a receptive attitude toward so- 
cial experimentation, a desire 
to. encourage: inyentiveness, a 
friendly attitude towards new 
ideas and institutions, and a 
critical appreciation for new 
proposals, \(C. E. Merriam, Civic 
Education in the United States, 
Part VL) 

In order that the consumer 
movement will continue to live 
and grow, Reid suggests the fol- 
lowing: (1) A belief in freedom 
and democratic control which in 
its essence abhors exploitation 
and special privilege. (2) A be- 
lief that the welfare of each 
member of society should re- 
ceive balanced consideration in 
state policy—a belief which 
more than any other one seems 
to give meaning to our political 
order—explains many policies of 
consumer education. (3) The 
emengence from under cover
